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January 4-5, 2018 -- Trump may have disclosed classified U.S. Trojan horse insertion into NK missile 
systems 

U.S. intelligence insiders believe that in his latest adolescent "penis measuring" Twitter tirade against North 
Korean leader Kim Jong Un, Donald Trump may have disclosed U.S. intelligence penetration of North Korea's 
intercontinental ballistic missile launch systems with a destructive computer program known as a "Trojan horse." 


Trump recently tweeted, "North Korean Leader Kim Jong Un just stated that the 'Nuclear Button is on his desk at 
all times. Will someone from his depleted and food starved regime piease inform him that I too have a Nuclear 
Button, but it is a much bigger & more powerful one than his, and my Button works!" 

Putting aside the faet that "nuclear button" is a metaphorical term for a nuclear launch command, Control, and 
execution authentication system, Trump's assertion that his larger "nuclear button" works, while Kim's might fail 
may have disclosed a missile destruct Trojan horse command inserted into the hardware and software 
employed by North Korea for its missiles, both intermediate and intercontinental range. 


Trump's reference to a non-funetioning North Korean missile system may have come from a classified briefing he 
received last Spring on the U.S. ability to abort North Korean missile launches via a Trojan horse program. The 
briefing came after a North Korean Hwasong-12 intermediate range missile launched on April 28 from a missile 
launch facility, near Pukchang airbase and some 40 miles north of Pyongyang, accidentally crashed in the city of 
Tokchon's Chongsin-dong district, some 25 miles northeast of the base. It is not known whether the missile's 
intended splashdown target was in the Sea of Japan or in the Pacific Ocean, east of Japan. The range of the 
Hwasong has steadily inereased over the last year. A May 17, 2017 launch of a Hwasong resulted in a 
splashdown in the Sea of Japan, some 787 kilometers to the east. An August 29 launch achieved a range of 
2700 kilometers in the Pacific Ocean. A September 15 Hwason g topped the previous range, clocking in at 3700 
kilometers in the Pacific Ocean. 

The Hwasong missile failure caused heavy structural damage 
to industrial and agricultural buildings in Tokchon but there 
were no reports of deaths or injuries. 

Intelligence observers believe that the ability to insert malicious ( 
code into military and industrial systems has inereased since 
the Stuxnet worm program, designed by Israeli and U.S. 
programmers to target Supervisory control and data acquisition | 

(SCADA) systems, wreaked havoc on programmable logic 
controllers (PLCs) used for centrifuges employed in the Iranian 

nuclear development program. It is believed that the U.S. National Security Agency unsuccessfully attempted to 
introduce a Stuxnet variant into the North Korean nuclear program in 2010. However, with recent reports of a 
Trojan horse program called Meltdown placed within Intel chips with yet another, called Spectre, found within 
chips manufactured by Intel, Advanced Micro Devices (AMD), and ARM Holdings, there is a likelihood that NSA 
and other U.S. intelligence agencies, including the U.S. Cyber Command, succeeded in infeeting North Korea's 
missile system with Trojan horse code. North Korea uses a network of front companies to purchase high-tech 
chips on the open market in Hong Kong, Taiwan, China, Singapore, and Japan.
